Many Ocaan Liner* Have D isappeared 
Leaving No Survivor to Tall of 
the Disaster. 


A writer In Chambers Journal 
re* 
calls the number of teasels which 
have from time to time disappeared 
mysteriously, leaving not a single sur­ 
vivor to tell the story. 
In the North Atlantic service alone, 
between 1841 and 1890, no fewer than 
24 big steamers were totally blotted 
out of human 
knowledge, 
together 
with their crews and passengers, num­ 
bering 
1,451. 
The 
President, 
with 
136 souls on boafd, was the first of 
these to be lost forever in 1841. 
The 
City of Glasgow disappeared in 1864 
without leaving a trace, and she had 
480 souls on boad. 
In 1856 the Pa­ 
cific, with a living freight of 240, sail­ 
ed from Liverpool In June, and was 
never more heard of. 
The Tempest, 
with 150 souls, mysteriously disappear­ 
ed In 1859. 
The City of Boston, with 
170 persons, vanished In 1870. 
The 
Huronian, an Allan liner, disappeared 
in 1902; and the British gunboat, Con­ 
dor, was lost In the Pacific in 1901. lh 
1893 a cattle steamer, the 
Naronlc, 
with 77 aboard, was lost. 
As to the possible causes of 
the 
catastrophes, it is only possible to 
surmise. 
Capsizing, 
damage 
from 
within, such as explosion, breakdown 
of machinery, or fire; or damage from 
without, such as collision with an Ice- 
berk or with a derelict hulk, have all 
been suggested to explain the losses 
of vessels. The Captain capsized, and 
hundreds of lives were lost, and 
It 
Is now generally assumed 
that 
the 
Warathah capsized 
by reason of top­ 
heaviness. 
As to the damage to ma­ 
chinery, there is the case of the City 
of Paris, which had a big smash In 
one of her engine rooms In 1890. She 
was near the Irish coast, but though 
both engine rooms were filled with wa­ 
ter in ten minutes, she was kept afloat 
owing to her watertight compartments 
for three days till help came to tow 
her into Queenstown. 
In the case of 
a fire, everything, probably, would 
be 
consumed to the water’s edge, and 
lf 
thlB happened far 
from 
land, 
the 
chances of rescue would be remote. 
Heavy weather and tidal waves with 
the older vessels, at any rate, were 
probably other reasons for shipwreck

Tracing the Dog’* Descent. 
It sterns to be generally accepted by 
naturalists and the world at large that 
the domestic dog Is in som e sense a 
collateral descendant of the wolf or 
jackal, says 
a writer 
in 
Harper’s 
Weekly 
A professor at the Natural History 
Museum In Paris has communicated 
results of his study of various canine 
skulls to the academy of sciences. He 
appears to have noticed certain per- 
cullarltles of growth which have hith­ 
erto escaped zoologists. He states that 
the skull of almost every species of 
wolf and jackal differs from the skull 
of the shepherd dog to an extent that 
makes it Impossible 
that this 
dog 
shotfld belong In the same classifica­ 
tion. The skull of the Indian wolf. on 
the contrary, shows some points of 
resemblance. This, indeed, is the only 
savage canine the top of whose head 
projects like that of the dog 
There are, moreover, other charac­ 
teristics which the indian wolf has In 
common with the dog. and which the 
ordinary wolf does not share with 
them, although his origin and that of 
the dog have long been supposed to 
be a common one. 
The conclusion of this scientist Ie 
that the Indian wolf is the progenitor 
of the shepherd dog and 
the blood­ 
hound. There were two primitive races 
of dogs analogous to these which were 
first domesticated in 
central 
Asia, 
whence they passed to Europe, and 
there seems no reason to doubt that 
the bloodhound of today is the direct 
descendant of the dog spoken of by 
the ancients as “the dog of the age of 
bronze.”

HOME VACUUM ICE MACHINE 


Gorman Invention of Particular Inter- 
eat Because of Elimination of 
Dangerous Acids. 


A German vacuum 
Ice 
machine, 
made In sixes adapted for nee in the 
home, ie of Interest because It does 
not Involve the use of sulphuric or 
other dangeroua acids. 
It may be op- 
crated by hand or by a small electric 
motor, the smallest type of machine 
producing from 4 to 6 pounds of lea 
at each operation. 
The apparatus consists essentially 
of two communicating drums attached 
to a common shaft, the smaller drum 
being provided with an outer casing 
having Insulating walls. 
The Ice Is 
formed as a circular shell between 
the smaller drum and the outer casing 
with which this drum is provided. The 
larger drum, which Is 
hermetically 
sealed, contains an absorbent liquid, 
chloride of sine, containing a email 
proportion of water 
Tfiis liquid half 
Alls the drum, the remaining space be­ 
ing a vacuum, and serves during the 
life of the machine 
In the operation of making the ice, 
gas jets under the large drum are 
lighted and the drum slowly rotated, 
the heat driving off a part of the wa­ 
ter in the absorbent liquid, the 
wa­ 
ter passing, in the form of vapor, in­ 
to the smaller drum, where It is con­ 
densed by means of cold water, which 
is made to flow over this drum When 
the distillation of the liquid has pro­ 
ceeded sufficiently, the flame is extin­ 
guished, the smaller drum is then cov­ 
ered with its annular casing, and wa­ 
ter Is poured in until the spare be­ 
tween the drum and cover Is Ailed.

T.R. ELECTORS TO 
GET OFF TICKET 


Milwaukee. Wis., Aug. 28. — The 
American Bar association adopted a 
resolution 
requiring 
that 
hereafter 
when negro attorneys apply for m em ­ 
bership 
their 
rat'e must be made 
known In the application. 
Attorney General George W 
Wick- 
ershani in a heated debate declared 
the resolution recognized the status as 
members of William H. Lewis, assist­ 
ant to the attorney general, and two 
other negro members who have been 
unseated by the executive committee 
The rare question 
precipitated a 
fight which was abruptly ended by an 
appeal by former Secretary of W ar Ja j 
cob M. Dickinson that further discus •* 
sion would bring criticism of the asso­ 
ciation. 
Immediately Mr. W i c k e r h a m Jump­ 
ed to his feet a n d #said: "I hope this 
resolution will pass, for it recognizes 
the legality of these negro members. It 
was I who was chiefly responsible for 
bringing this subject up.” 
Score* of members protested against 
the adoption of the resolution, saying 
it had always been the policy to ex 
elude negro members. 
Others said, 
while this resolution allowed the pres­ 
ent negro members to remain, it would 
preclude the admission of more negro 
members because the fact of their race 
would lie made known to the execu 
tive committee. 
Opposition to the recall of judger 
and to any legislation which will af 
feet the present tenure of judges It 
expressed in a special report which
